Dear  Dr.  Long:  I  beg  to  submit  herewith  the  Thirteenth  Annual 
Report  of  the  Xorth  Carolina  Sanatorium,  which  covers  the  period 
July  1,  1925-June  30,  1926.  A  separate  medical  report  is  made  for 
each  of  the  three  divisions. 

During  the  year  we  treated  altogether  735  patients — 580  at  the  white 
division,  110  at  the  negi-o  and  45  at  the  prison  division.  The  statistical 
tables  give  detailed  information  on  the  511  cases  which  were  discharged. 
You  will  note  that  there  are  a  rather  large  number  of  advanced  cases 
among  those  admitted  at  our  white  division.  This  is  in  large  part 
due  to  the  fact  that  patients  have  to  wait  from  two  to  three  months 
after  making  application  before  they  can  be  admitted,  a  situation  which 
we  are  in  hopes  will  be  remedied  by  the  next  General  Assembly  through 
the  provision  of  more  beds  for  our  white  unit.  At  present  the  negroes 
and  criminals  can  be  admitted  immediately  upon  their  making  applica- 
tion, but  the  white  for  lack  of  beds  are  required  to  wait  until  oftentimes 
their  disease  is  too  far  advanced  for  them  to  be  permanently  benefited. 
Of  course  we  try  to  get  them  to  take  bed  rest  at  home  while  waiting 
for  admission,  but  with  many  this  is  not  possible. 

We  strongly  recommend  that  the  tuberculous  prisoners  be  returned 
to  the  State  Prison  and  that  our  prison  building,  which  is  fireproof 
and  very  well  arranged,  be  used  for  some  of  the  white  patients  who  are 
having  to  wait  for  admission.  When  the  prisoners  are  returned  we  will 
be  glad  to  render  the  State  Prison  physician  whatever  assistance  in 
diagTiosis  and  advice  in  treatment  that  he  may  request.  -^ 

We  feel  that  our  out  patient  diagnostic  clinic  conducted  at  the 
Sanatorium  by  our  medical  staff  is  one  of  the  most  important  features 
of  our  work.  It  is  for  the  special  purpose  of  offering  free  consultation 
service  to  the  physicians  of  the  State,  though  any  patient  who  is  not 
able  to  go  to  the  private  specialist  may  get  a  free  examination  by 
requesting  an  appointment.  Every  patient  in  this  clinic  is  given  a 
thorough  general  physical  and  a  fluoroscopic  examination.  Doubtful 
cases  are  X-rayed,  a  small  charge  being  made  when  this  is  necessary. 
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1310  were  examined  in  this  clinic  during  the  year.  A  large  per  cent 
of  our  early  cases  are  secured  through  this  and  our  traveling  clinics. 
We  are  especially  glad  that  an  increasing  number  of  negroes  are  taking 
advantage  of  this  clinic. 

It  is  encouraging  to  note  the  facts  contained  in  the  tables  showing 
the  after  results  of  treatment  in  the  2863  patients  discharged  during  the 
past  twelve  years — those  who  remained  one  month  or  more.  Of  this 
number  we  have  lost  track  of  only  15,  or  .52  of  1  per  cent.  Of  the 
804  minimal  cases  93  per  cent  are  living  and  86  per  cent  are  working. 
57  per  cent  of  the  1,140  moderately  advanced  are  living  and  44  per  cent 
are  working.  28  per  cent  of  the  919  far  advanced  are  living  and  13 
per  cent  are  working.  Of  the  whole  number  59.3  per  cent  are  living 
and  47.7  per  cent  are  working. 

During  the  year  we  began  publishing  the  Sanatorium  Sun,  a  monthly 
tuberculosis  paper  which  is  meeting  a  long  felt  need  in  helping  to  dis- 
seminate information  on  the  cure  and  prevention  of  tuberculosis.  Be- 
cause of  lack  of  funds  we  are  having  to  make  a  small  subscription 
charge  and  having  to  solicit  advertisements  to  help  defray  the  cost  of 
the  publication.  We  are  requesting  an  increase  in  our  extension  fund 
that  will  enable  us  to  send  it  free  to  all  reported  cases  of  tuberculosis, 
to  all  patients  and  ex-patients  of  the  Sanatorium  and  to  any  others  who 
want  it.  Miss  Sudie  Pyatt,  one  of  our  ex-patients^  is  the  capable  editor. 

In  addition  to  continuing  our  usual  diagnostic  field  clinics  by  our  two 
extension  department  clinicians  we  are  planning  during  the  school 
year  to  conduct  some  special  clinics  for  children.  We  will  work  with 
the  underweight  children,  the  contacts  and  those  who  have  suspicious 
symptoms  of  tuberculosis.  All  of  such  children  in  the  schools  where  the 
clinic  is  being  held  will  be  given  the  skin  tuberculin  test  and  all 
positive  cases  will  have  a  clinical  history  taken  and  a  thorough  general 
physical  and  chest  X-ray  examinations.  Until  we  get  a  larger  appropria- 
tion we  will  only  be  able  to  conduct  these  children's  clinics  in  towns 
and  cities  where  the  local  health  departments  can  render  the  nursing 
and  clerical  assistance  necessary.  For  next  year  we  are  requesting  a 
sufficient  increase  in  our  appropriation  to  enable  us  to  employ  four 
nurses  to  give  their  whole  time  to  clinic  work. 

During  February  our  new  nurses'  home  was  completed  at  a  cost  of 
$42,000.  It  is  large  enough  to  accommodate  any  increase  in  our  nursing 
force  which  we  are  likely  to  have  for  some  years.  Each  room  has  a 
connecting  bath  and  a  sleeping  porch.  Besides  a  large  reception  room 
there  are  a  classroom,  a  diet  kitchen  for  teaching  purposes  and  a  large 
well  lighted  basement.  The  latter  we  are  planning  to  equip  for  an 
occupational  therapy  department. 

Our  children's  building  is  also  nearing  completion.  It  is  fireproof, 
will  accommodate  50  children,  has  specially  arranged  porches  for  giv- 
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ing  sun  treatment  and  has  separate  wards  for  the  positive  cases.  It 
also  has  a  kitchen,  a  dining  room  and  school  rooms  large  enough  to  ac- 
commodate twice  this  number  of  children.  Built  into  the  roof  on  a 
separate  floor  there  are  isolation  rooms  with  sun  porches  to  accommodate 
10  patients.  The  building  will  cost  $94,000  when  completed.  We  will 
not  take  any  bone  or  joint  cases  since  provision  is  already  made  for 
these  at  the  State  Orthopedic  Hospital.  We  expect  the  building  to  be 
ready  for  patients  not  later  than  January  the  first. 

Childhood  tuberculosis,  which  is  usually  of  the  hilum  type,  is  con- 
siderably different  from  tuberculosis  in  adults.  We  have  always  wel- 
comed any  physician  in  the  State  who  wished  to  come  to  the  Sanatorium 
for  the  purpose  of  studying  tuberculosis,  and  a  great  many  have  availed 
themselves  of  our  invitation.  The  addition  of  our  children's  unit  will 
increase  the  clinical  opportunities  afforded  by  the  institution. 

It  has  also  been  our  practice  for  a  number  of  years  to  take  3  rising 
senior  medical  students  as  student  internes  during  the  summer.  We 
have  been  wonderfully  well  repaid  for  their  board  and  the  time  required 
to  teach  them  not  only  by  their  assistance  in  writing  histories,  labora- 
tory work,  etc.,  while  they  are  here,  but  also  in  the  interest  in  tuberculosis 
which  they  have  manifested  after  beginning  their  practice. 

We  were  woefully  disappointed  in  not  receiving  any  financial  as- 
sistance for  indigent  patients  this  year  from  the  Duke  Foundation.  We 
are  still  in  hopes  of  securing  help  from  this  source  next  year. 

The  assurance  of  help  from  this  fund  has  proven  a  great  impetus 
to  the  movement  for  establishing  county  and  joint  county  sanatoria  in 
our  State.  We  are  doing  all  we  can  to  encourage  this  movement  and 
we  believe  that  a  half  dozen  or  more  other  modern  county  sanatoria  will 
be  built  within  the  next  two  years. 

Our  daily  per  capita  cost  for  the  year  was  $2.44%,  which  is  about  an 
average  for  the  last  few  years  and  which  is  about  as  low  as  is  con- 
sistent with  the  running  of  a  first  class  institution. 

Considering  the  phenomenal  drouth  which  has  persisted  throughout 
most  of  the  year,  our  farm  has  done  remarkably  well  except  in  producing 
vegetables.  125  tons  of  oats  and  vetch,  15  tons  of  soja  bean  hay,  100 
tons  of  stover,  720  bushels  of  oats,  179  bushels  of  rye,  75  bushels  of 
peas,  enough  corn  for  our  stocl^  and  poultry,  450  tons  of  ensilage  and 
2,500  bushels  of  peaches,  are  among  the  main  products  of  the  farm. 
Seventy-five  acres  of  land  have  been  cleared  and  put  in  cultivation,  a 
considerable  amount  of  fencing  has  been  done,  and  some  much  needed 
repairs  at  the  piggery  have  been  made.  At  the  Sandhill  Fair  last  year  at 
Pinehurst  our  Berkshires  took  prizes  amounting  to  $136.85. 

I  wish  especially  to  express  my  deep  appreciation  to  Dr.  S.  M.  Bit- 
tinger  together  with  all  the  other  members  of  the  medical  staff,  to  Miss 
Elizabeth   Connolly,   our   Superintendent   of   Nurses,   to   all   the   other 
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nurses  aud  to  all  the  other  heads  of  departments  with  their  assistants 
for  their  splendid  cooperation  during  the  year. 

The  neighboring  ministers  have  very  willingly  held  services  for  us 
whenever  they  were  requested  to  do  so.  Sunday  school  services  have 
been  held  regularly  at  each  of  the  three  divisions.  Many  of  our  friends 
have  most  generously  fui'nished  entertainments  of  various  kinds  for  our 
patients.  The  Charlotte  Pilm  Board  of  Trade  has  furnished  us  weekly 
without  charge  splendid  moving  picture  films.  During  the  year  we  in- 
stalled radio  head  phones  for  each  of  our  130  bed  patients.  Mr.  F.  L. 
Eubanks,  our  cashier  and  purchasing  officer  who  is  an  enthusiastic 
radio  fan,  secures  the  best  programs  for  the  patients  until  their  bed 
time  each  night.  They  listen  in  on  a  sermon  each  Sunday  morning  and 
they  also  cheered  Tunney  as  he  was  winning  the  world's  heavyweight 
championship. 

To  you  and  to  each  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  I  wish  to  express 
my  deep  appreciation  for  your  great  interest  in  all  phases  of  the  work 
of  the  institution  and  for  your  hearty  cooperation.
